The gOTaramaat aattoutta for 
1111 waa tO.4 baabala. The flnal yield 
of burley tobacco la reported aa 655 
pounds an acre. As there waa an acre- 
age of approximately 176,000, this 
would Indicate that the burley crop of 
Kentucky would be 116.000.000 pounds 
Tha flnal yield of dark tobacco is 50.1 
pounds an acre, and with an acreage 
of approximately 150,000, makes the 
total > leld of dark tobacco about 75,- 
0(111,110(1 The drouth has cut corn about 
one ihird, burley tobacco about one- 
third, and d-ark tobacco about one-half. 

"The per cent of wheat sown is 
given as 91. r>, and the condition of this 
wheat as 91.8. This indlcatea rather a 
large crop of wheat for next year. A 
large aereage ot rye, given aa 96.5, baa 
been sown and the ooadltloB la given 
as Alfalfa, clOTor. orchard grass 
aad bl«a«raaa all akew up la fklrly 
good eoadttloa. Tko ralas hava re- 
Tlrad auay at tka tiagggg tkat looked 
as It they wauM aat ba ot aar more 
ralaa. 

"Hog ekolara kaa abated la certain 
sectlona ot the state, but is raglag In 
the mountain sections, and la Waatem 
Kentucky. Many of the hogs that are 
asually fattened upon the maat of the 
timber reftions are this year dying 
from cholera. C'ltarrhal fever, or black 
tongue has hroki n out among horses 
in but one place in the slate, and that 
is In Southeastern Kentucky. 

".\ ureal deal of the corn that has 
been produced Is unsound. The supply 
of roughness is short and with prac- 
tically no winter pasture, and with 
fi'tHlliii; bcKiniiiiig so early, a large 
death rate may be expected among the 
live stock of the state this winter. 
Warm, sanitary quarters are always a 
good thing for live stock, but are ab- 
solutely necessary where the supply 
of teed to aat ap to tke ataadard.

Representative A. O. Stanley called 
on the War Department and took up in 
person the tight he instituted several 
weeks ago to prevent the diversion of 
the channel of the Ubio river away 
from Bmlthland. Ky.. to tha Illinois 
side ot the Cumberland lalaad. Mr. 
Stanley told the oaglneor oflleara of 
the army that thto waa aiorely a 
schema ot jtho coal traat to ahortan 
the ohanael aboat two gillaa la tke 
1,000-mile atratak tram PltUburg to 
Cairo, notwitbstaadtng tka fact that 
the change would probably ruin Smlth- 
tand as a rtver landing and seriously 
Impair all the traffic up and down the 
Cumberland river. When Mr. Stanley 
was in Livingston county In October 
he learned that the government bad 
begun te tear out the dam that ex- 
tends from the head of ("uiiiberland 
Island to the Illinois hank of the Ohio. 
Highly feet of the dum already had 
been torn away. If the work bad con- 
tiiiufil the channel would have taken 
its old course 011 the Illinois side of 
the toland. In low water boats would 
have fouad It practically Impossible to 
get In aad out of the Cumberland river, 
which eatora the Ohio on the other 
side ot tka tolaad.

Now that Thankagiving day ha* become for laoatpaopla a secular holi- 
day, and the idea of a dirine favoritiam has lost its appeal to the imagine- 
fioB, feelinga and fercea of men, it might be of odvantage to thoae who 
would employ it seriously to use the day in intelligent consideration of 
tho^ natural reaoureaa and of meaaaiaa to iaaue their jnat aae. Intenaive 
fannart, Ubanl pnngri— at laUgtoaa tad aiperts of iadaatrU edaoation 
need not hesitate to call ooalMMm for that day for mat af iattinsic 
fltaaaa aad propriety. 

TUaUag and doing vith apn miad ia the folloat exeroiae of man's 
nature, not with facultiea focnaed on the eentinnnt of a tradition, is the 
modeni conception of virtue and piety — incidentally of thanksgiving, and 
it ia deemed advisable to balance the account with natural laws, charging 
a pn^t aad toaa, oftener than onoa a year, whether it be a qoeation of indi- 
vkhial or aodal and co-operative action. By the new rule Thanksgiving 
days aw days of intplligent doing in work or onjoynK'nt, nnd they cannot 
be appointed in advance. Formaliam in such matters commita men'a minds 
to tha torn, hat aoi to the aabatance, and baa a tendeacj to asKlnde the 
aabatance of things aa they are, which moot alwaya be the baaia of thing* 
wished for. • 

At preeent Thanktigiving day means lesa than any of our holidays, 
hecauae certain of ita forms have outlived the spirit of their obaervance, 
aad yet prevent many normal and healthy naea of tha tima, aa not long 
ago a fictitious public opinion, w'lich did not exist in fa<'t, but was enforced 
kj the pidioa, caused the majority of people to vegetate every seventh day. 

Brcry tradMon flaalfy inim a fkDoir atage, vriiereopaa people 
liegin to look for eomcthinj; tetter suited to their nrr^ls. The present fea- 
tana of Thankagiving day — late rising, overrating and promiacuous 
iheata^goiag Xtinn not all the good plays can ba ia towa ttat day), 
■with an ooeaaioaal family raoaion aa aa extenuating diwimataaoa are 
iadicationa that ia thia eaae the anawer it not yet fomid. 

Tlic qtit'Bfioti ri'allv is, ii.'J to wlint nro the just usx-s of loisunv — of a 
holicUty. They will not be the same for all people, and if various classes 
JtaToaH arivod tha qneation to their eomplato aatiafbetioa, U ia to ba aoled 
'^at in this over-busy world leisure for its own sake or for the opportunity 
to choose one's own work or enjoyment is a comparatively new tradition.

tlea offer for such in Wpstern Canada, 
also has Increased bis bank account 
handsomely. A farmer in Southern 
Alberta raised 350.000 bushels of sraln 
;n 1913, and made almost a fortune 
3ut of It. In Su.skatchowan and in 
.Manitoba Is to be lu ard the same 
Itory of what has been done by the 
farmer working a large area, which 
he is able to do ■aeceaatully. by the 
use of improved thrm aiaeklBery, en- 
abling htm to eat htradroda at aerea 
a day, and ^w tha toad lamadtotely 
with large traettoa oatllta. No batter 
recommendation could' ba given tha 
country than the fact that during tbe 
past year, upwards of 400,000 settlera 
arrived in Canada, the greater num- 
ber of whom went to the farm. There 
are still many thousands of home- 
steads Htlll available, capable of pro- 
ducing such crops and maintaining 
such herds aa has made rich men out 
of the thousands whose experiences 
could b<^ reproduci'd wera It hPai^ 
sary.
